Of the many different 
solutions to the Rubik's 
Cube the one that you 
learn first is of vital 
importance to your under- 
standing of the cube. The 
proper way to learn how 
to cube is not to look at

must be done to a scram- 
bled cube is putting the 
eight edges into place, 
It is relatively easy to 
arrange the four corners 
of the top face, but 
problems arise when you 
attempt this with the 
bottom face while trying 
not to harm the top face 
corners.
